CONVICT CARSON. >. 


Me Telisthe Stery of His Bsecape From 
the Penitentiary. 


CHICAGO, III., Nov. 26.—Convict Samuel 
Carson, who escaped from the Missouri 
Penitentiary at Jefferson City in 1879, and 
who has now e fallen heir to $10,000, tells the 
story of his escape. Carson has lived in 
Chicago for the past ten yeags engaged in 
hack driving. He eurren dg to the po- 
lice Friday and wants to taken back to 
Missouri and serve out his sentence. He 


says: 

“It was in 1876 that I was sentenced to 
seven years for cattle stealing, and for two 
years I was out on bonds. Then I was sent 
to the penitentiary, a mere boy of 20 years.

The convict who escaped fromthe Missouri Penni- 
tentiary fifteen years ago. 


I was soon placed in the hospital as night 
nurse and served twenty-seven months. All 
that time I kept thinking of escape and 
plotting how I might escape. At last a 
chance came. 

“The night nurses went off duty at 6 
o'clock in the morning, and we marched 
from the hospital across a little yard to 
where we slent over the drug department. 
We were not guarded, as we were, of 
course, inside the great wall and this little 
Soest was separate from the main jail- 
yard. — 

One winter morning, when it was, of 
course, quite dark at 6 o’clock, I and my 
partner came off duty and entered this 
court-yard. The other fellow was a man 
about 60 years old, who had been sent down 
for some confidence game. AS We entered 
the yard I noticed a step-ladder which had 
been left leaning against a low-roofed of- 
fice. We did not lose any time, and, as we 
were alone in the yard, we hurried up that 
step-ladder to the roof of the office, pulled 
the step-ladder up after us and mounted to 
the top of the great stone wall. There we 
were, thirty-five feet from the ground, 
with no provisicn for getting down except 
to jump. 5 

„And that is what we did. We landed in 
the ditch all right, without a scratch, and 
in the fog of the early morning crept away 
from the prison. We soon came to a va- 
cant house, where we hid until light came 
on. We were not missed, probably because 
we were supposed to be er after the 
night-watch and no one looked in our cells. 
In the house, among the debris left by the 
family that had moved out, we found a lot 
of ragged clothes, some of which fitted me, 
but were too small for my partner. I put 
on a suit and, as the other fellow had 
money, I went to Tipton and bought cloth- 
ing for both of us. Then we separated and 
I got away all right. He was captured soon 
atten, as he was so well known. 

“Well, I drifted about the West, went to 
nearly every State in the Union, and started 
a livery stable in Wyoming. I came to Chi- 

about ten years ago and went to work 
in a livery stable at Jackson street and 
Fourth avenue. One day while standing at 
the door a man who knew me at home in 
Marysville, Mo., came up and spoke to me. 
We had a drink together. He is the only 
man who recognized me in all these years. 
Legs than three months ago I rode in a 
train in the seat behind the man who pros- 
ecuted me eighteen years ago on the cattle 
deal, but of course he did not know me 
from Adam. 

“My father and mother died, my family 
is scattered and my health is broken. Al- 
ways I am haunted by the fear of arrest. 
It has preyed on my mind until it almost 
drove me crazy. And when my health be- 
gan to fail I thought I would square thin 
before I died. I am coming into a little 
money and I want to go back and look up 
my brothers and see if I can fix things up.”

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 2.—At 1:30 p. 
m. the guns from the fortress announced 
that Czar Nicholas II. was married to 
Princess Alix of Hesse-Darmstadt. The 
newly married couple later received the 
congratulations of the wedding guests in 
the palace. 

Before 7 o’clock this morning large 
crowds of people were assembling on the 
Newsky Prospect in order to secure places 
along the route of the royal wedding pro- 
cession, The way from the Anitchkoff Pal- 
ace to the Winter Palace was lined with 
troops, and the whole front of the route was 
black with people. The large majority of 
the stores were closed and in the windows 
were prominently displayed colored por- 
traits of the Czar and Princess Alix. 

At 11:15 a. m., in the distance, was sud- 
denly heard the grand swelling strains of 
the national anthem and along the route 
the multitudes uncovered in anticipation of 
the approach of the bridal party. Soon 
after there appeared an open State carriage 
drawn by four white horses. In this ve- 
hicle were the Czar and his brother, Grand 
Duke Michael. They both wore the uni- 
form of Hussars of the Guard and were 
greeted with vociferous bursts of cheers, 
which were renewed again and again. The 
Czar’s equipage was preceded and also fol-

Gardes and Hussars and cers of the

WASHINGTON, Nov. %.—Secretary Car- 
lisle has decided to accept the Stewart syn- 
dicate of bids for the entire new issue of 
$50,000,000 5 per cent bonds. The figure of- 
fered by the syndicate was 117.077... The fol- 
lowing official statement concerning the ac- 
ceptance of the syndicate’s proposition was 
made by the Treasury Department: 

“The Secretary of the Treasury has ac- 
cepted the proposal of Mr. John A. Stewart, 
President of the United States Trust Co., 
and his associates to purchase the entire is- 
sue of 5 per cent bonds, amounting to 860, 
000,000, at 117.077 and accrued interest from 
Nov. 1. The proceeds of the bonds under 
this bid will be $49,517.62 greater than they 
would be if the other highest bids were ac- 
cepted. A very important advantage to the 
Government in accepting this bid is the fact 
that all the gold will be furnished outside, 
and not drawn from the Treasury. It is 
also more convenient and less expensive to

STORY OF THE SATTLE. 


Jepauese Official Aocourt of the Fall of 
Port Arthur. 


HIROSHIMA, Japan, Nov. 26.—Field Mar- 
shal Count Oyama’s official account of the 
capture of Port Arthur says: 
The second army began the attack on the 
landward forts at Port Arthur at dawn, 
Nov. 21. The Chinese offered a very strong 
resistance until, finally, we seized the fort 
to the west of the cavalry and artillery pa- 
rade grounds at 8:30 o’clock. We took the 
fort on Golden Hill at 4 o'clock in the after- 
noon of Nov. 22. All the other forts were 
taken. More than 200 Japanese officers and 
men were killed or wounded. The Chinese 
loss and the number of prisoners is still 
unknown, The spoils are abundant and in- 
clude a Specially large number of large 
guns and a quantity of ammunition. The 
Chinese garrison, at the lowest estimate, 
was 20,000 men.“ 

Admiral Ito sends the following dispatch: 

“This place was captured by Marshal 
Oyama on Thureday. The united squadrons | 
stood off shore, merely attracting seaward 
the attention of the coast batteries.

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. %.—The House 
Sub-committee on Judiciary, appointed to 
investigate the charge brought by the Cen- 
tral Labor Union against United States 
Judge Augustus J. Ricks, began its inquiry 
in the Federal ‘building here to-day. The 
sub-committee’ consists of Representative 
Joseph W. Bailey of Texas, Hon, Edward 


Lane of Illinois, and the Hon. Case Brod- 
erick of Kansas. The Central Labor Union 
was represented before the committee by 
the Hon. Arnold Green, while Judge Ricks 
was represented by Hon. Virgil P. Kline, 
Judge S. E. Williamson, Judge Sanders and 
Mr. Andrew Squire. 

The charge made by the Central Labor 
Union against Judge Ricks is, in brief, that 
while acting in the capacity of special ex- 
aminer in some forty patent cases he failed 
to turn over about $1,500 in fees belonging 
to the Government.

PROBABLE ATTEMPT 70 REPEAL THE 
STATE BANK TAX LA W. 


Seme Members Believe It Will Be Made 
a Leading Issue of the Session—The 
Administration te Prepose a Financial 
Rcheme on the Lines of the Baltimore 
Plan—Gossip. ‘ 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 26.—There 
are not more than a dozen Senators and 
forty members of the House in the city to- 
day. Among these the opinion prevails that 
an attempt will be made to repeal the 10 
per cent State bank tax law. 

The silver question will also cut a figure in 
the short session, and some believe it will 
be made a leading issue of the session. 

It is taken for granted that the admin- 
istration will propose a financial scheme on 
the lines of the Baitimore plan, and it was 
suggested to-day by a leading Democratic 
Senator that if an effort Should be made 
to put a bill through carrying this plan into 
effect it would be amended by a free coin- 
age rider and allowed to pass, There is a 
division of sentiment among Democratic 
Senators and Representatives regarding the 
practicability of the Baltimore plan or any 
other plan on the same lines, and it is al- 
ready evident that the subject will lead to 
a wide range of debate. The propriety of 
the recent bond issue will surely prove a 
prolific source of speech-making. 

With reference to the supplementary 
tariff or free raw material bills, which were 
put through the House with such expedi- 
ency last August, it may be said that Demo- 


cratic Senators, almost without exception, 
say there is no probability they will be- 
come laws. 

To sum up, the indications are that the 
séssion will be one of straggling effort at 
financial legislation: that the tariff law will 
be allowed to stand as it is; that the Dem- 
ocratic majority will devote itself in the 
main to getting the appr ropriation bills 
through; that the several bills of a general 
nature, but non- political character, such as 
the Pacific railroads, the Nicaragua canal, 
the personnel of the navy and the pooling 
bill, will receive more or less attention, but 
that upon the whole the record of the ses- 
sion will not be one of many or important 
accomplishments.

OUT OF THE SOUDAN. 


Fr. Rossignol Tells ihe Incidents of His 
Esespe From the Mandiste. 


CAIRO, Nov. 25.—Fr. Rossignoli, the Aus- 
trian priest who has been imprisoned by 
the Mahdists for ten years, and who es- 
caped a few days ago, is here. The rescue 
was effected by Maj; Wingate, of the Egyp- 
tian Intelligence Department. Wingate's 
hired agent, Abdallah,went to Berber in 
June and was imprisoned. He married 
there, and so escaped with two months’ 
imprisonment, and as soon as he had made 
his escape he repaired to Omdurman, wpere 
Fr. Rossignoli was confined. He bore a 
card to Fr. Rossignolf from Fr. Rogaro, 
head of the Austrian mission, instructing 
him to come with Abdallah. He found the 
priest working as a servant in a cafe, and 
unfolded to him the plan of escape. The 
priest feigned sickness and made an at- 
tempt to go to Berber, but failed as he 
was recognized and sent back. Having 
some money, he then secretly bought a 
camel and two donkeys. Wh a propi- 
tious night came he and Abdallah started to 
ride at full speed to Berber, following the 
Nile all night, and riding through the hills 
back of the river in daytime. When they 
reached Metemeh, fifteen dervishes sprang 
out of the darkness upon them, and in an 
instant they were made prisoners. Abdal- 
lah induced the dervishes to believe that 
he and his companion belonged ta the tribe 
of the Emin of Berber. While the conver- 
sation was going on Fr. Rossignoli partly 
concealed himself behind the camel in or- 
der to prevent the dervishes from learning 
that he was a white man. The two were 
finally allowed to proceed, and they reached 
Berber without further misadventure. 
They had not been in the town long before 
Fr. Rossignoli was recognized, but he man- 
aged to conceal himself before he could be 
captured. Abdallah, however, was arrested 
and charged with concealing a Christian. 
The town was searched, but Fr. Rossig- 
noli escaped arrest. A ah bribed his 
jailers to set him at liberty, and when he 
was free joined Fr. Rossignoli.. Emir sent 
patrols and spies everywhére in search of 
the two men, but their efforts availed noth- 
ing. Abdallah caused a rumor to dirculate 
that they had gone to Cassala. This ru- 
mor caused a search for them to be made 
principally in that direction. On the night 
of Nov. 9 the men left Berber, and eleven 
days later reached Assouan. heir expe- 
rience in crossing the desert was a terrible 
one. They had only dates and doura to eat. 
Fr. Rossignoli became exhausted, and he 
would certalnly have been lost had it not 
been for the devoted service of Abdallah. 
For miles the latter carried the priest in 
his arms. 

Fr. Rossignoli was captured by the Arabs 
in 1883, with another e Fr. Oherwal- 
der and two nuns, Sisters. Cherscari and 
Venturini, who escaped from thé Mahdists 
two years ago. The priests were captured 
at the El Obeid when PHicks Pasha and his 
command were massacred by the Madhists. 
This success of the Arabs led to the seige 
and capture of Khartoum, in which Chinese 
Gordon lost his life. 


ANOTHER INDIAN MOUND 


Opened in Iilinois by Dr. J. F. Sayder— 
What Was Found. 


VIRGINIA, III., Nov. 26.—Dr. J. F. Sny- 
der of this city, local correspondent of the 
Smithsonian Institute and prominently 
connected with the American Asociation 
for the Advancement of Science, has re- 


turned from Brown County, where he com- 
pleted the opening of another large Indian 
mound, which are so numerous along the 
Illinois River. 

This mound was 190 feet in length, 100 
feet wide and 30 feet high. The base was 
upon a clay platform, by 30 feet, upon 
which 1,000 or more human bodies or skele- 
tons had been burned. Several thousand 
large black flints had been deposited upon 
these ashes. Then there was another cov- 
ering of a thin layer of clay and a few more 
bodies ha been burned together. With 
them were a great number of flint arows, 
stone axes, pipes, spear points, sea shells, 
mica shells, bears’ teeth and ornaments of 
various kinds, but all were nearly ruined by 
the intense heat.

The Trans-Missigsippi Congress, which 
meets in this city to-day, is an evidence, 
No make serious use of a flippant phrase, 
that the great West feels its oats. It 
marks both the consciousness and the 
public assertion that the seat of politi- 
cal empire has maved into the Missts- 
sippi Valley. 

But this organization of Western forces 
in the interests of the West was not orig- 
inated as and should not be allowed to 
become a movement to promote | sec- 
tional ends at the expense of the rest of 
the country. It represents, rather, a 
protest against sectionalism prompted 
by a conviction that the West has been 
sacrificed by the selfish domination of 
Eastern influences for purely Eastern 
ends in Federal legislation. Feeling its 
new strength, the West is beginning to 
assert its rights and to insist that there 
shall be no discrimination against its 
interests, 

It is of the utmost importance that 
this attitude be maintained in the work 
of the congress. Strenuous efforts will 
certainly be made to use the congress 
as the instrument of personal and sec- 
tional ends. In so far as they are suc- 
cessful will the influence of the organiza- 
tion be weakened and its work impaired. 
The interests of the whole country are 
indissolubly beund together and one can- 
not flourish at the expense of another 
without disaster to all in the end. The 
West cannot ‘better signalize its grasp 
of political empire than by re-establish- 
ing justice in the government. 

The leading spirits of the West who 
will control the work of the Trans-Mis- 
sissippi Congress should keep this end 
in view and take a firm stand against 
any form of sectionalism.

COMMISSION LEGISLATIOS. 

There is an insistant demand in some 
quarters that the tariff question and the 
money question be taken out of politics 
and placed in the hands of commissions 
so as to rem@ve them from the uncer- 
tainties of the popular will. 

There can be no objection to the ap- 
pointment of a commission to consider 
and report upon either of these or any 
other great question connected with 
government and the national welfare. In 
fact, careful investigation and delibera- 
tion—more searching and profouhd than 
Congress can give in the turmoil of leg- 
islation—is necessary to secure the best 
results. Mr. Cleveland’s reported inten- 
tion of suggesting a currency commis- 
sion to frame a financial system for the 
consideration of Congress is to be com- 
mended. 

But there is great objection to the 

turning over any public question to a 
commission for settlement. The tariff 
and money questions are the politics of 
the country. They vitally affect the 
How vitally may 
be judged by the disastrous effects of 
wrongs and blunders in tariff and money 
legislation. No commission can be en- 
trusted with questions of such import- 
ance, and the disposition to favor the 
commission method is found only among 
the men whose associations and inter- 
ests lead them to fear that the people 
will not submit to legal oppression and 
class domination. 
This is not a government by commis- 
sion but by the people. The concerns of 
government cannot be taken out of the 
immediate control of the people without 
a revolution in the form of government. 
But, fortunately, there is little Hkeli- 
hood that the people will consent to have 
any part of the power exercised by them 
through their representatives in Con- 
gress delegated to an irresponsible body 
of commissioners.

It is urged that Congress cannot hon- 
orably compel the five civilized tribes of 
Indian Territory to exchange tribal gov- 


for territorial government and land allot- 
ment on account of treaty obligations 
which ‘assure permanence to present In- 
dian conditions. 

Honor hes counted for little in our deal- 
ings with the Indians, but fortunately 
in this case it is not necessary to appeal 
to our record of dishonor to excuse Con- 
gressional interference. The Dawes com- 
mission points out that the obligation of 
the Indian treaties is no longer binding 
upon the Government, because the In- 
dian authorities have violated them. 
These treaties were in the nature of a 
trust, the conditions of which were the 
maintenance of law and order and the 
preservation of the benefits of common, 
landg to all the Indians. 

This trust has been violated. The ter- 
ritory has been given over to lawless- 
ness, Tribal government is a farce as 
far as the maintenance of order is con- 
cerned, and is effectual only for the pur- 
pose of securing the lion’s share of the 
common property for the leaders who 
control it. The mass of the Indians are 
stripped of the benefits of communal 
lands and tribal government by sharp- 
ers. 

The meeting of the Transmississippi 
Congress is a timely opportunity for a 
concerted movement to secure relief 
from the intolerable conditions existing 
in the Indian Territory. It should de- 
mand.of Congress and especially of 
Western Representatives prompt action 
on this question. It is not a sectional 
demand, because the whole country is 
interested in having lawlessness sup- 
pressed and progressive conditions es- 
tablished in the Indian country.

TRAIN TO HANNIBAL, 


A Missouri Pactfie Conducter Believes a 
Service en That Line) te Jefferson city 
Weuld Pay—Am Air Line Man Whe 
Thinks if Run Far Eneugkh Out an 
Aceommedation Weald Be a Paying 
Eaterprise. 


A half dozen conductors on as many 
different lines were asked by a Post-Dis- 
patch representative whether, in their opin- 
ion, an early afternoon train which would 
carry mail and passengers would pay. In 
every instance the reply was the same and 
to the effect that such a train would pay 
and pay well. Furthermore nearly every 
one expressed the opinion that such a train 
would fill a long felt want and would 
please many. 

The names of these conductors are not 
given for the very obvious reason that 
it would not be agreeable to the manage- 
ment of the various lines to have the con- 
ductors give an opinion contrary to the 
manner in which the roads are being con- 
ducted, and the conductors might be told 
that their idéas were too liberal to allow of 
tnetr continuing in the service of the roads. 
The only one of the conductors who ex- 
pressed an opinion unfavorable to an early 


afternoon service was one on the Air Line. 

When first asked whether he thought an 

early afternoon accommodation train would 
ay, he said he did not think it would. 
hen, stopping to think, he asked: 

„How far out would you have such a 
train run?“ 

“Oh, about 125 mlies,“ was the reply. 

“That would be different, he said. That 
would take in some pretty good towns, like 
Centralia, Mt. Vernon and Fairfield and 
would make a pretty good train. Yes, 
think a train like that would pay. A train. 
however, that only went out, say wos | 
miles, on our line wouldn’t catch muc 
local travel.” 

ALL OPINIONS FAVORABLE. 

The Missouri Pacific conductor was one 
of the old men on the road. He is a man of 
observation and large experience with the 
traveling public. He said: Such a train 


on our road would ‘carry a big load every 
trip. It ought to run out to Jefferson City, 
and if it left here at 3:30, would get in there 
in good season. During the seasons of the 
Legislature I know it would pay. Don't 
think I mean it would pay because of the 
members of the Legislature, though,“ he 
said, with a laugh, “you know members of 
the Legislature never pay any fare when 
they can get out of it. But a regular ac- 
commodation train out of St. Louis every 
afternoon would be a good thing for the 
city and for the towns along the line. I 
hear people talking about it every day, 
and the outside townspeople are greatly in 
favor of the idea.“ 2 
Wabash conductor said briefly: “‘We 
ought to have such a train. Would it pay? 
Of course it would. Did you ever hear of 
a local accommodation that didn’t pay.“ 
he Iron Mountain and ‘Frisco conduc- 
tors expressed largely the same opinion. 
We have one pretty good train to Arcadia 
in the afternoon,’’ said the Iron Mountain 
conductor, “but it ought to start at least 
an hour earlier. Then it would please more 
2288 than it does now. I think St. Louis 
s entitled to a better local train service.“ 
The conductor on the Burlington said 
there ought to be an early afernoon train 
to Hannibal, at least. Lots mofe people 
would come down here from Hannibal 
every day.“ he said, if they could get home 
along about 7:30 o’clock. The Post-Dispatch 
has got the right idea.“ 


THE ROADS’ IDEA. 
One of the conductors said in regard to 
getting trains out of St. Louis in the early 
afternoon: “If you want to get trains to 


start out early, all you have to do is to get 
officials to arrange their schedules so 
t will come in party. Then you'll get 
it.” Asked to explain, he said. Why, if 

ou can get, say the Big Four, to bring a 

‘ew York train in here about 3 o’clock in 
the afternoon, the Western roads will have 
a train leave at 3:30 at least, for their whole 
idea seems to be to get through passengers 
right out of the city as soon as possible.“ 

The testimony of the conductors is im- 
portant in the matter of an early afterno 
mail and passenger train service. They 
know on what train people ride, and if the 
roads will be governed by what their con- 
ductors think an early afternoon service 
will soon be inaugurated.

60,000 of them came from homes where there 
was a scarcity of food and wheré there was 
a great deal of parental suffering.

just now having 80 much to say about 
American citizenship, came to this coun- 
try.“ Further on he intimated that at 
another time he would have more to say 
on the same lines. The “other time“ came 
yesterday, The ihferencé at the time was 
that Bishop McQuaid. referred to Arch- 
bishop Ireland. Yésérday he delivered a 
sermon at St. Patrick's Cathedral, which 
leaves no doubt that the St. Paul prelate 
was in the Bishop’s mind. The Bishop ex- 
plained that what he had to say had been 
committed to manuseript because he did 
not wish to leave any doubt in any one's 
mind of his position. Here is what the 
Bishop said: “Now that the election with 
its excitement, tur moi and passions has 
passed away, I judge it my duty to refer 
in this public manner to some incidents and 
scandals connected therewith. I will now 
advert to the late scandal which caused 
these tfemarks. Every Catholic having 
respect for his bishops and priests and the 
honor and good name of his church must 
have been pained and mortified when he 
learned, during the late political campaign, 
that one of our bistiops, the Archbishop 
of St. Paul, cast to one side the traditions 
of the past and entered the political arena 
like any layman. 

The newspapers were careful to keep 
the public duly informed of his arrival 
in New York weeks before the election, 
of his appearance on the platform at ratifi- 
cation meetings, surrounded by the leaders 
of the Republican party, of his views of po- 
litical questions, strongly expressed 
through interviews carefully prepared, 
and of his mingling in a crowd of excited 
politicians and partisans on the night of 
the election. 


“I contend that this coming to New York 
of the Archbishop of St. Paul to take part 
in a r contest was undignified, dis- 
graceful to his Nr. Office and a scandal 
in the eyes of all right-minded Catholics 
of both parties. It Was, furthermore, a 
piece of meddlesome interference on his 

art to come from his State to another to 

reak down all discipline among our priests 
and justify the charge of those inimical 
to us that priests are partisans and 
use their office and opportunities for politi- 
cal work. 

“If Archbishop Ireland had made him- 
self as conspicuous in favor of the’ Demo- 
cratic party he would be just as blame- 
worthy in my estimation. If his conduct 
in this last litical campaign were not 
censured and condemned it would not be 
possible for me to restrain the priests of 
this diocese from imitating his example 
and descending from the pulpit to the po- 
litical platform and marshaling their par- 
ishioners up to the polls on the day of elec- 
tion. Not one of them but has equal right 
with his grace of St. Paul to turn elec- 
tioneering agent for one party or another 
and absent himself from his parish as 
the Archbishop absented himself from his 
diocese. It is no excuse to say that the 
Archbishop was working in the interest 
of good government. Every other clerical 
aspirant to political distinction would say 
the same. ’ 

„New York is abundantly able to take 
care of itself without extraneous help, as 
the last election showed. And if the news- 
papers report correctly, the Legislature 
of Minnesota is sadly in need of purifica- 
tion, and his grace might have found full 
scope for his political scheming. But it is 
well known to many that it was from no 
love for good government that Archbishop 
Ireland spent 80 many weeks in New Lork 
City, and so far from his diocese, where 
the law of residence obliged him to be. 
It was to pay a debt to the Republican 
party that his services were rendered. 

“During the last session of the New York 
Legislature, Archbishop Ireland of far-oft 
Minnesota busied himself writing letters 
to leading Republican members in favor of 
the candidacy of Rev. Mr. Malone for the 
position of Regent of the University. It 
was none of the Archbishop's business to 
meddle with what did not legitimately 
concern him. But then he knew the 
Archbishop of New York and his suffrag- 
ans desired the eleetion of a candidate able 
and willing to protect the best interests 
of Catholic schdols and academies coming 
under the control of the Regent. They 
knew that a priest who had declared that 
if he could he would Wipe out every par- 
ochial school, and that the time has come 
for the State to turn down the church in 
money matters, was no fit representative 
of the Catholic body. The priest’s langu- 
age was forcible, though not elegant. Its 
sentiment was un-American, its spirit 
smacked of persecution and treason to his 
church, and, but for its silliness and im- 
otency, would have been dangerous. Yet 
Archbishop Ireland, knowing of these ut- 
terances of Rew Mr. Malone, and of his 
publicly expressed. contempt for the Bishop, 
wrote letters, private and confidential, to 
members of a Republican legislature in 
favor of his candidate as against any one 
more agceptable to the Bishops of the 
State. 

“He was helped in this political and be- 
hind-the-door crusade against the Bishops 
of the State of New York by high digni- 
taries on the Pacific Coast. There was 
sojourning in San Francisco at the time a 
high dignitary from the East, the same 
who Afterwards was panegyrist of the Rev. 
Mr. Malone on thé occasion of his jubilee.
